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that Waks affords good quantity of each, if they judge 
it worth their while to put up any Works there 5 parti- 
cularly Pemhrok^Jbire and C aer mart hen fhire for the former, 
and Meirionydkire for Copperas, where I faw a great 
Vein of Pyrites ftrongly impregnated.

Mr%* Smit&, who had been rcdtic'd very low- 
by a Fever, which from her Cough, (harp Palo un- 
der her Breaft, and other Symptoms was judg'd Pleu- 
ritick. 

But upon having a Dsfcharge from her painful Breaft, 
of a thin Gleet, all Symptoms vanifhed. 

When I faw her firft, the Liquor difcbargM by a 
foall Pin-hole near the Papilla, was little more 
than would have wet a Handkerchief four times 
double. 

Examining of the Breai% I found a large Tumours 
that lay deep, 3ielding to my Fingers, and pafting 
like Doagh.. 
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I fearch'd the Abcefs with my Probe, aod twifted 
out with it a Matter like Saw-duft,' or Brann, mix'd 
with Hair. 

Upon laying open the Breaft, I feparated a Cyftick 
Tumour, which weighM eight Ounces, and contained a 
fol id Matter like the above mentioned, mix'd with a 
Body hke Hair. 

lipon Enquiring into the manner of its coming, (he 
told me, thai eight and thirty Year ago, (he received a 
Bruife in that Breail by a Fall from a Horfe, which 
was attended with great Pain and Fluxion ^ info- 
much^ that the Veins of her Breaft appearM Varicous 
and Turgid, as in a Cancer 5 but her Pain ceafing, they 
funk, and left an Indolent Tumour in her Breaft, fup- 
pos'd by her Surgeon to be a txmScirrhus : Since which 
t me it hath always continued nearly in the fame 
State, without pain, encreafing very little in Magnitude, 
but obftru^ed in fuch a manner that (lie could not nurfc 
her Child with that Breaft. 

Tiie Tunic was pretty thick, nouriftied with very 
frnall Veflels, but had form'd a Scirrhus of the 
Glands it adherM to, by keeping up a Diftention of 
Parts, till there was a Gohefiibn of their Membranes 
and Vellels» 

I make no doubt, but this was a Body of difeas'd 
Glands, which had fufferd a Colliquation by fome ex* 
travafated Fluid, and that the Membrane of the Tumour 
was their Proper Tunic. 

After this manner all our Tunicated Tumours feem 
fo be formM ; for when an Obftrudion proceeds to Ex- 
travafation, there is a Liquor pourM out which con- 
fifts of fuch Particles, that by degrees makes a Colli- 
quation of the Glaindulous Flefti, which is not very fen- 
lible of Pain 5 and by degrees the CapfuU^ becomes di- 
ftcnded with a Matter of a very different Goniiftence, 

wliick 
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whicli gives the Name to the Tumor, either Steatomay 

Atheroma^ or Melicerk. 

Thus poor Oyl of Olive on Spirit of Nitre, and your 
Oyi firft becomes a little hardned, then of the Colour 
and Confiftence of Marroiv, till by degrees it is hard- 
ned into a white Fat, refembh'ng that of Animals. 

The Poffibility of this Colliquation and Digeftion, 
we may the eafier be inducM to believe, if we confider 
ho\¥ often we find the Glands of the Vifcera petrified, 
without any degree of Pain, or the Membrane in any 
Meafore deftroy'd : The Truth of which, every one 
that hath been converfant with the Difleftion of Morbid 
Bodies, muft have feen.
